Technicoil and Nabors Canada have alleged that the '448 
Patent is invalid on the following grounds:

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(b) untrue material allegations in the petition with 
respect to inventorship by Carriere and Goldale and 
ownership by Savanna;

4. Technicoil Corporation and Nabors Canada v. Savanna Energy Services Corp. et al; Alberta

The Alberta action alleages a claim of a constructive trust over the '448 Patent based on the 
allegations that the inventors misappropriated the "intellectual property" of Technicoil, but 
otherwise there is no allegation with respect to validity of the patent.
